life, freedom has a chance. 


Students also must realize that 


freedom alone is not enough to in- 
sure a peaceful, country or world. 
£ With freedom conies responsibility. 


To say that Americans are com- 


pletely free, is false. Freedom can 
only exist with responsibility. Peo- 
ple must be held accountable for 
their use of freedom. 


Freedom does not mean democ- 


racy, nor democracy freedom. 
What is important In how we con- 
duct our democracy and how we 
appreciate our freedom. Reallz-

largely around efforts to broaden 
markets at home and abroad. 


This became apparent today with 


President-elect Eisenhower's selec- 
tion of Ezra T. Benson of Salt Lake 
City to be secretary of agriculture 
to succeed Charles F. Brannan, a 
controversial figure in the Truman 
official family.* * • 


Benson is a trained specialist in 


agricultural 
marketing, and as 


such believes farmers would need 
less federal ^ld if they did a better 
job of marketing their products. 


Benson's designation fits into a 


long-standing Republican conten- 
tion that farm programs of the 
Roosevelt-Truman administrations 
depended too heavily upon produc- 
tion controls and subsidies to hold 
up farm prices. 


Republicans- have promised to 


continue farm price-support pro- 
grams, but they argue that need 
for them would be greatly lessened 
if new markets and outlets for 
farm surpluses could be developed.

Benson said in New York Mon- 


day he agreed with Eisenhower's 
farm policy statements and the 
GOP party platform on the subject, 
but he declined to discuss specific 
programs except to say he favored 
some price supports. 


Benson headed one of the major 


national organi7Ations—the Nation- 
al Council.of Farmer Co-operatives 
—between 1939 and 1944. 


He left the co-operative council 


post in 1944 to become an apostle 
for the Mormon church.

Victory in Indo-China 


For six years the Communist-led Viet Minh rebels hav 


been battling the French forces in Indo-China. Many time 
the Reds have seriously threatened the major French base 
at Hanoi. But, one way or another, the French have alway 
managed to hurl back the menacing attackers. 


As ia Korea and as in Malaya, wherri British units have 


been fighting an endless war against jungle rebels, the Indo- 
Chinese war has seemed to offer no way out of costly, dis- 
couraging stalemate. 


But recent developments have at last infused the Frencl 


cause with new hope. The Viet Minh armies may be head 
ing for their biggest defeat of the war. 


It all began when the Reds launched their greatest offen 


, five of the entire six years, sending three crack divisions 


slicing southwestward into mountainous terrain in an appar 
ent effort to encircle Hanoi—which lies to the east. 


The Communist drive came from the northeast, the Vie 


Minh stronghold, where main arteries link the Reds with Red 
China, source of materials and site of training bases. In 
early stages the offensive had marked success. 


Then, suddenly the tide turned. In the biggest airborne 


operation of the war, the French dropped 2500 parachutists 
In the enemy's rear. They cut the Reds' major supply line 
and only escape route back to their northeastern centers 
Road blocks were established, and raiding French tanks 
fanned out to produce havoc in Red territory. 


The advancing wave of Red armies slowed to a halt 


Their initiative is gone. They find themselves holding Indo- 
Chinese soil which, by itself, has no particular strategic or 
military value. And they find their way home cut off. In 
stead of'pushing on, they now must figure how to get back 
. at the, least cost to their top-grade forces.

NATO Waits Ike's Word 


„. Ttoe-members of the.North Atlantic Treaty Organization 
have.-wisely decided^ to 'put their 1953 defense planning for 
Europe on a tentative basis until they can hear what Genera 
Eisenhower proposes f or'-NATO. 


The NATO council is set to meet Dec. 15 to set next 
year's military goals. But it now appears a second meeting 
in March, will be held to modify or confirm these goals in the 
light of later American developments. 


Except as a preliminary, the Dec. 15 date seems utterly 


impractical, anyway. NATO makes up its plans for the cal 
endar year. But America, chief source of economic and mili- 
tary aid, votes this assistance by the fiscal year—starting 
and ending in July. 


Thus, in December, NATO can never know what amount 


of help to expect after July 1 of the following year. The par- 
ticipating countries can measure the firsr six months, of 
course, since money for such aid always is voted by congress 
in the previous spring. But that's not enough of a guide. 


This situation plainly is aggravated in a presidential year 


when a change-over occurs, as is the case this time. NATO 
cannot expect Eisenhower to disclose his intentions—except 
in the most general way—before he has authority to make 
decisions. 


Hereafter, therefore, the NATO planning sessions before 


the year-end should be viewed as strictly tentative and ex- 
ploratory. The real decisions must necessarily be delayed 
until the shape and size of the American budget for the com- 
ing fiscal year is known, and until the lines of authority in 
the U. S. are fixed.

Last Thursday a spokesman for 


the Ground Observer Corps made 
the statement that of the 30,000 
Observation Posts in the nation 
which are desperately needed to 
supplement the radar screen In de- 
tecting possible enemy plane*, less 
than half are organized. Of those 
which has been set up less than 
half of them have watchers enough 
to man them full time. 


It was this sort of half done de- 


fense against a possible attack 
which made the disaster at Pearl 
Harbor possible and coat the Unit- 
ed States millions of casualties 
and billions of dollars of war costs 
and the loss of 
inconceivable 


amounts of materials of all kinds. 


In spite o( all this people in this 


country are so engrossed in their 
own pleasures and amusements 
that they will not recognize the 
fact that we are faced with an- 
other emergency of exactly the 
same sort at this minute. Only 
this time the enemy will not strike 
at a distant military strong point 
but at the heart of our manufac- 
turing: and transportation districts 
which is rightfully called the "Soft 
Underbelly of the nation'." 


When the actual raid takes place 


it will be too late to volunteer for 
watch duty. If one atom bomb 
reaches the target nothing can pre- 
vent disaster. The only thing that 
can prevent catastrophe Is for vol- 
unteers to man the 
observation 


posts NOW and keep them manned 
twenty-four hours a day. 365 days 
of the year. The EMERGENCY 
IS NOW—TODAY. 


The situation in Dixon is deplor- 


able. 
After the Dixon Observa- 


tion Post was called for twenty- 
four hour duty in July, 150 watch- 
ers were enrolled and assigned to 
duty of two hours one day 
per 


week and these were* secured for 
the most part by personal solicita- 
tion. This number was not enough 
to fully man the Post. Today less 
than fifty report for duty a week. 
The others have found that bowl- 
Ing, clubs, and a myriad of other 
things are more important and 
they cannot spare the time to help 
safeguard the country and proba- 
bly prevent another war. There 
are well over a thousand members 
of veterans organizations in Dixon 
and less than twenty-five of them 
have volunteered for watch duty. 
Less than one per cent of the 
membership of the fraternal orders 
have offered their services. 


Dixon citizens should hang their 


heads in shame especially when 
our neighbor Polo, with less than 
a third of the population has 168 
watchers on continuous duty.

THE DOCTOR SAKS: 


Bed Rest Is Necessary in 
Cases of Virus Pneumonia 


A letter received 
some weeks 


ago serves as such an excellent 
introduction to the subject of virus 
pneumonia that it shall be. quoted 
at some length. 


"When I'came down with virus 


pneumonia." writes-Mrs. T., "I 
had been over the worst part of 
my cold for two weeks; 
then I 


started with a gradually rising 
temperature, and after a few hours 
I began to break out all around 
my lips with fever blisters. The 
«am« night my temperature went 
very hifh, and then I broke oat 
into severe sweating and chills. 


"The next few days were the 


same. At the time we were broke 
and I didn' have money for a doc- 
tor, and not knowing what was 
wrong I let It go for four daya. 
But after I started coughing up" 
blood I made up my mind that 
money or no money, I better find 
out what was wrong with me. Now, 
after several months, I still have 
to be careful and not strain too 
much, and I feel tired all the 
Ume." 


The letter quoted brings up sev- 


eral important things about virus, 
or atypical pneumonia. This dis- 
ease, like most colds and 
influ- 


enza, is caused by a virus, which 
is a tiny living organism too small 
to see under the microscope. As 
in Mrs. T.'s case, it often starts 
like an ordinary cold with cough, 
running eyes aind nose, and per- 
haps some fever which may not 
be noticed at first. 


Neglect Is a dangerous thing, 


and Mrs. T. is lucky that the -ef- 
fects were not even worse. Cer- 
tainly strict bed rest from the be- 
ginning is most desirable, and this 
is particularly true since treat- 
ment with drugs is of somewhat 
questionable value, though one of 
the relatives of penicillin—aureo- 
mycin—has been claimed by some 
to be useful. 


LONG RECOVERY PERIOD 
One of the-most'annoying things 


about virus pneumonia is the fact 
that complete recovery takes so 
long. It Is true-that very few vic-

Mis resignation 
was peppered with criticism of 
Congress for a controls law which 
Woods contended favors "special 
interests." 


"I have information that the 


^resident is now considering doing 
away with price and wage con- 
trols," Mayb&ak said when inter- 
viewers asked him if he thought 
the Republicans would do away 
with such curbs.

Maybank said this would be done 
before the Republican-dominated 
Congress takes over Jan. 3.

six of them to his cabinet. Taft 
has said none of them resulted 
from recommendations which he 
made, he said, to Eisenhower upon 
the latter'* request.

Taft has insisted he's not at all 
miffed about those appointments.

At the same time he says he 


will do everything he can to

But harmony i* a two-way street.

Take a Look at Bird Babies 


URBANA-CHAMPAIGN. 111. — 


Bird babies are the moat pamper- 
ed in the world, declare* a Univer- 
atty of Illinois 'zoologist. 


Becaiue the offspring of mam- 


mal*—Including man—are born 
fully-formed, and within a compar- 
atively short time can feed or fend 
for themselves. Prof. S. Charles 
Kendeigh claims that "parental 
care baa reached its highest and 
most 'elaborate development in 
birds, since birds must care for 
young during the embryo stage as 
well." 


"Lower types that show no evi- 


dence of parental care, such as the 
oyster, produce millions of eggs 
but only one must reach maturity 
to take the place of the adult," 
Kendeigh states in "Parental Care 
and It* Evolution in Birds," just 
published by the University of Illi- 
nois Press. 


"On the other hand, high degree 


of parental care allows the house 
wren to average only about 10 eggs 
in its lifetime, yet maintain a high- 
ly successful and aggressive spe- 
cies. 


"This greater reproductive effi- 


ciency conserves considerable en- 
ergy, and this energy then be- 


comes available' for progressive 
evolution of other body systent* 
and function," he believes. 
*<•' 


Birds fly instinctively, but they 


must gain experience and develop 
strength to fly, they must learn the 
enemies to fear, the food to eat 
and where to migrate, as well as 
the songs to sing. All these achieve- 
ments must be learned from the 
parents, Kendeigh explains. 


He reveals further that in the 


evolution of birds, structural 
changes occur in the behavior pafcr 
tern of parental care. This some- 
what startling fact is explained in 
that behavior patterns must wait 
for changes in the internal mechan- 
ism of the nervous system and 
sense organs—changes that take 
place very slowly.
